WASHINGTON, Jan. 17. 
—Cotton production for 


1935 was fixed today by 
Secretary Wallace at 10,- 
500,000 bales of 500 pounds 
each. 


This was- the figure set 


under 
provisions 
of 
the 


Bankhead cotton production act. 


An additional 700,000 bales not 


sold during 1934 was added to the 
1935 figure. 


The 1935 quota represented 
an 


increase 
of approximately 1,225,- 


000 bales over 1934. The 1934 
quota was 10,476,000 bales of 478 
pounds net weight. 


The quota in bales of 478 pounds 
net weight and last year's carry- 
over would bring the total to 11,- 
600,000 bales. 


Secretary Wallace also announc- 


ed that under the voluntary cot- 
ton adjustment program producers 
would be allowed to make an ad- 
ditional cut in acreage up to 35 per 
cent of their base acreage and re- 
ceive benefit payments. 


Under the adjstment

lief bonds to carry the relief bur- 
den. 
This amount -Is all that re- 


mains for an initial issue, of $20,- 
000,000. 


The new governor also asked 
the legislature to give thoughtful 
consideration to an old ago pen- 
sion, which he classed as "inevit- 
able," and to submission of re- 
peal of state prohibition, strength- 
ening of the state's hand In crude 
petroleum conservation, regulation 
of public utilities, taxation, crime 
and law enforcement and to laws 
to safeguard labor. 


A state liquor 
monopoly was 


suggested as a practical method 
to control the troublesome liquor 
situation. 


Seeks Cooporation legislature 
The message opened 
with

Governor 
Allred 


would not attempt to Invade the 
prerogatives of the legislature but 
would seek its full cooperation.

Reminding the legislature of the 


antl-lobbying plank in the party 
platform, Governor Allred said he 
was firmly convinced "that a ma- 
jority of our citizens demand early 
passage of a real lobby regula- 
tion law and a law requiring per- 
iodical disclosures, under oath, by 
members of the legislature and 
other state officers as to their 
employment and retainers." 


Governor 
Allred stressed 
the 


need for deliberate consideration 
of proposed constitutional amend- 
ments to prevent any miscarriage 
of intention. 


"I faithfully hope to see the 


sessions of this legislature mark- 
ed with a greater degree of har- 
mony between the members and 
with the departments than any 
other legislature in history. At no 
time has a more serious menace 
confronted the state than we find 
today. 
Only by the sincerest co- 


operation efforts between all pub- 
lic officials can the fight be won 
and only by such patriotic con- 
duct can we measure up to the 
responsibility that Is ours."

compensation act. The purpose of 
this is to afford a requirement of 
a reasonably 
uniform character 


for all states cooperating with the 
federal government and to pro- 
mote and. encourage the passage 
of 
unemployment 
compensation 
laws in the states. 


The ten per cent not thus off- 
set should be used to cover the 
costs of federal 
and state ad- 


ministration of this broad sj'stem. 
Thus, states-will largely admin- 
ister unemployment compensation, 
assisted and guided by the fed- 
eral government. 


An unemployment compensation 


system should be constructed in 
such a. way as to a.fford every 
practicable aid and incentive to- 
ward the la.rger purpose of em- 
ployment 
stabilization. This can 


be helped by the intelligent plan- 
ning of both public and private 
employment. It also can be help- 
ed by correlating the system with 
public employment so that a, per- 
son who has exhausted his bene- 
fits may be eligible for some form 
of public work as is recommend- 
ed In this report. 


Security For Aged. 
Moreover, in order t.o encour- 
age the stabilization of private 
employment 
federal 
legislation 


should not foreclose the states 
from establishing means for in- 
ducing industries to afford 
an 
even greater stabilization of em- 
ployment. 


In the Important field of se- 
curity for our old people, it seems 
necessary to adopt three princi- 
ples—first, 
non-contributory 
old 


age pensions for those who are 
now',too old to build up their own 
insurance; it is, of course, clear 
that for perhaps thirty years to 
come funds will have to be pro- 
vided by the states and the fed- 
eral government to meet these 
pensions. Second, compulsory con- 
tributory annuities which in time 
will 
establish a . self-supporting 


system for those now young and

generations. Third, 
voluntary 
contributory annuities 


by which individual initiative can 
increase the annual amounts re- 
ceived in old age. 
Federal Government to Fav Half 


It is proposed that the federal 


government assume 
one-half of 
the cost of the old age pension 
plan, which ought ultimately to 
be suppla,nted by self-supporting 
annultv plans.

stick. He sought to get the wit- 
ness to describe It. in detail but 
the Inspector stuck to his brief 
sentence: "The stick penetrated 
the skull." 


Fischer a^kecl If he thought, the 


stick had penetrated the brain. 


A. From the condition of the 


body I doubt there was a brain 
In It. 


Q. It was badly decomposed' 
Walsh told Fisher he had never 


known of St. Micha.els' orpha.n- 
agp. P.. balf-mlle from the spot- 


Fisher brought, out that Walsh 


did not. know whether the cloth 
he compared with the garments 
on t.he body was in common use. 


To offset Fisher's references to 


the orphanage, Wilent.7. brought 
out from WalPh that, there were 
a number of schools In the gen- 
eral vicinity. Wa.lsh was excused. 


Wa.Iter A. Swayze, Mercer coun- 


ty coroner wa.s the next witness 
cnlled. 


Summoned By State Police. 
He told how he wa.s summoned 


by the. state police the day the 
body was found and how he went 
to the woods where the body lay.

made for that purpose and took 
it. to Trenton to the county mor- 
gue. 


Q. Did Colonel Lindbergh arrive

knowledge of another witness' ac- 
tion. 


Swayze was allowed to say that 


he was present during the iden- 
tification by Colonel 
Lindbergh 


and Betty Gow. 


The baby's death certificate was. 


Introduced as evidence over de- 
fense objections. 


Body Cremated. 
The coroner then related how 


the body was cremated and the 
ashes turned over to the Lind- 
berghs. 


He was excused a. moment later. 
Dr. Charles H. Mitchell, portly, 


double-chinned, 
Mercer 
county 


physician, came next to the stand, 
to testify to his autopsy on the 
body. 


He told the attorney general, 


the child's face was in good con- 
dition, "although the body gen- 
erally was in a bad state of de- 
composition.'" 


The physician said the 
facial 


features of the child were suffi- 
ciently similar to a photograph 
of the Llndbegh baby to convince 
him of the identity. 


Q. As a result of your autopsy 


on t.he body, did you determine 
the ca.use of death? 


Died of Fractured Skull. 


A.. There was no question as to 


the cause of death. The child died 
of a fractured skull. 


Q. Would you say It was caused 


by external violence? 


A. the fracture gave eve,ry indi- 
cation of.lt. 


Dr. Mitchell described the frac- 


tured skull In a. thorough, profes- 
sional manner. 


"It was a very extensive frac- 


ture," he concluded. 


Q. Can you tell us the time of 


death, as related to the fracture? 


Frederick A. Pope, of the de- 


fense, objected, saying the doctor 
had 
not told of examiing 
for 


other possible causes of death. 
"Is it possible," gaid 
Justice 


Trenchard, "that an experienced 
physician cannot express an opin- 
ion under t.he circumstances?" 
The justice directed that an 


answer be given. Pope asked for 
an exception. 


Dr. Mitchell then answered: 


Deach Came Quickly. 


"T would say that 
death .oc- 


curred Instantaneously or within 
a very few minutes after the frac- 
ture." 


"The fracture occurred on the 


living child." the doctor added. 
"It. bind. Thare was a. blood clot 
still on the skull." 


The attorney general completed 
his question and a recess was 
called at 11:25. 


The court resumed at 11:39 and 


Reilly strode forward to begin his 
cross-examination of the 
physi- 


cian. 


Rellly asked Mitchell if there 


were many possible causes of a 
death. 


"Oh, 
yes." 


Q. How many are there? 
A. Offhand there's a, book full 


of them. 


He told Rellly the child's Inter- 


na.l 
organs were not found and 


no examination was made. 


The larnx, he said was present 


but in a badly decomposed con- 
dition. 


A thorough examination of the 


remains of the brain was made, 
he said, in search for any possible 
foreign substance. 
Hauptmann Shows No B«actlon. 


As Dr. Mitchell discussed the 


condition of the body and the 
conclusions he drew, Hauptmann 
sa.t between his guards, paying 
close attention but showing no 
emotional reaction. 


The doctor said that the baby 


was not shot. 


"If a bullet went 
Into 
the 


bead," he said, "It would have 
blasted out the other side of the 
skull." 


Reilly brought out that child's 


skull Is soft and pliable, and not 
as easy to fra,cture as the brit- 
tle skull of an older person. 


Rellly also raised the question 


of whether exposure might cause 
death. 
Dr. Mitchell 
sa.ld 
pneumonia, 


might be contracted in a warm 
home as well as out in cold, damp 
weather. 
The autopsy, Dr. Mitchell said, 


"with what he had to work on," 
required an hour and a. half. 


Reilly a.sked him If he1' had de- 


scribed the round hole found In 
the child's skull a* a bullet hole.

IN SOUTH AMERICA 


HOUSTON, Jan. 15.—(#>—Ander- 
son, Clayton and company is just 
"studying and learning" about the 
South American 
situation now, 
Vice President Lamar 
Fleming, 


Jr., of the company said. 
"We are 
newcomers in that 
territory and not at all Important 
there at this time," Fleming add- 
ed. "Whether or not we will be- 
come important, I can't say yet." 
The company has an office at 


Sao Paulo, Brazil, Fleming said, 
and has purchased machinery to 
equip five cotton gins in that 
territory. Whether or not the com- 
pany's South American interests 
are increased depend largely on 
an Increase in cotton production 
there.

13. Congressional Quorums 


Anyone who ever has attended 
a meeting governed by the rules 
of parliamentary laws knows that 


requires a quorum to do business. 


A quorum is the majority of the 


membership. In the senate, when 
there are no vacancies in the mem- 
bership, a quorum is 49; in the 
house under similar conditions, 218. 


Usually there are a few vacan- 


cies—members who have died or 
resigned and their places yet- un- 
filled. So an actual quorum, there- 
fore, usually is a little under those 
figures. 


Much business 
Is 
transacted 
without a quorum, but no busi- 
ness of any character, except to 
adjourn, can be transacted with- 
out a quorum If any member ob- 
pects. 


In the senate, when It Is evi- 
dent that there is not a quorum 
present, a senator rises and ad- 
dresses the presiding officer: "Mr. 
President, I suggest an absence 
of a quorum," Without further 
ado a roll call Is ordered. It's com- 
paratively simpje to call the roll 
because there are only 96 senators. 


In the house, with a member- 
ship of 435, a roll call takes time 
—almost 40 minutes. Therefore, it 
a member rises and makes the 
point of order that "no quorum is 
present" the procedure is different. 
The speaker says, "I will count" 
If he cannot count a majority 
present the doors are closed, the 
bells are rung in the corridors 
and In the two house office build- 
ings, and the roll is called. 
This usually produces a quorum 


and business proceeds. 
If not, 


then the sergeant-at-arms is or- 
dered to bring to absentees.

9 as he lay helplessly wounded, 
A letter to his widow from E. 
W. Eaton, American vice consul 
at Durango, revealed today. 
Frank B. Garrlga, close friend 


of the Carpenter family, told of 
details in the letter. 
Eaton said "it appeared Carpen- 
ter was killed by a band of six 
mounted men, two of whom were 
armed."

of the story said the band was 
traveling on a road between Villa 
Union and Carpenter's ranch and 
met a native carrying a keg of 
liquor which they took from him.

TERRACING PLAN 
SIGNED TO BRING 
CO-OPERATIVE WORK 


COLLEGE STATION, Jan. 17,— 
(Spl.)—Terracing takes Us place 
as an important rural activity of 
1935 and is so recognized by an 
agremeent between the Texas Ex- 
tension Service and Texas Rural 
Communities Inc. to co-operate In 
Increasing the amount of land 
in the state under the protection 
of terraces. 


Under the plan, which Is defi- 
nitely a part of the rural rehab- 
ilitation program of the Emergen- 
cy Relief Administration and of 
the soil and water conservation 
program of the Extension Service, 
M. R. Bentley, agricultural engi- 
neer, will have charge for the Ex- 
tension Service and will give su- 
pervision to the work which will 
be carried on in 
the 
counties 
through the farm demonstration 
work supplemented by terracing 
assistants employed 
by 
relief 
agencies. 


The Extension Service, accord- 


ing to the agreement, 'will be re- 
sponsible for securing the co-oper- 
ation in counties desiring the pro- 
gram for furnishing technical su- 
pervision of county terracing as- 
sistants employed by the Rural 
Communities Inc.; and for assist- 
ing with training workers and giv- 
ing general supervision of conser- 
vation work. 


The Rural 
Communities 
Inc., 


which Is the governmental agency 
charged with rural rehabilitation, 
will employ an asistant to its man- 
ager to furnish general supervis- 
ion of these terracing assltants, 
will provide funds on a refund- 
ing basis to facilitate conservation 
work that will furnish work for re- 
lief labor and will also provide 
financial aid for Individuals who 
desire to terrace their lands with 
relief labor but are unable to ob- 
tain the money for It from regular 
financial institutions. These loans 
will be so arranged as to be pay- 
able over a long period of time 
with small Interest charges.

pre-eminence. The tragedy of It 
is enough to evoke tears. 


Straight Truth For The Times 
Gently, but clearly, the Master 


pointed out that this 
spirit 
Is 


heathenish. It Is the Gentile way; 
'But ye shall not be so; but he 
that is greater among you, let 
him become as the younger; and 
he that is chief as he that doth 
service . . . . I am in the midst 
of you as he that serveth." 


In the dudgeon of their false 
dignity, all of the group had re- 
fused to take on the servant's 
task of bathing the dusty feet 
of the company, as was the us- 
age of the time.

way. If each lived in a mood of 
service, there would be undream- 
ed happiness 
for all. Society 


would be wholly reconstructed if 
men could catch the full force of 
the words, "I have given you an

Unlike Peter, let us keep to the 


main issue of the Lesson; which 
presents the greatness and Christ- 
likeness of service. That Is the 
plain road that leads out of the 
world's present wilderness. When 
enough of ue follow it. then we 
shall have a real Christian civili- 
zation.

hind threatening clouds all morn- 
ing, came out brightly two min- 
utes before the new governor was 
sworn in. 
Allred pledged Texas co-opera-

change any law by a

band, political

tor Reberry of Bogota. This was 
a departure from the usual in-

Forcing 
the 
farmer 


from his car, they compelled the 
boy to remain and returned to- 
ward the city. 


They came upon Bundy and 


Felpp as they were marching the 
prisoner from the field. The trio 
opened fire and Bundy and Felpp 
replied.

coviction. 


Mcthodcallv Pope went over the 
government expert's charts, point- 
ing out letters and redeatedly urg- 
ing the witness to admit there 
was a "marked 
difference" be- 


tween some of the characters. 
Some Differences Apparent. 


Souder, who refused to be hur- 


ried in his answers, 
said some 


differences were apparent, but ad- 
ded the differences were not mark- 
ed because if they were, the let- 
ters would be irreconcilable, which 
was not the case in his opinion. 


Pope brought out that the char- 


acters on the expert's chart were 
picked for their similarity, 
and 


that frequently other forms of the 
same 
letter appearing in both 


writings were passed over in the 
search for a matching form. 


Pope made much of this in his 


questions. 
Dr. Souder, however, took oc- 


casion again to state, "There was 
no discrepancy which indicated 
a different writer in all these doc- 
uments."

Another Expert Picks Hauptmann 


Albert D. Osborn, of New York 
and Montclair, was the next hand- 
writing expert to take the stand. 
He is the son of Albert S. Os- 
born, first of the battery of ex- 
perts used by the state to connect 
Hauptmann 
with 
the 
ransom 


notes. 


Under questioning by Lanigan 


Osborn said he had testified "in 
15 states and 
in manv courts, 
criminal and otherwise."

tion of the genuine writing of 
Hauptmann, the request writing 
of Hauptmann, and the ransom 
writings, have you reached a con- 
clusion?

First Lines Disguised. 


Osborn said the first five lines 


of the request writing were very 
similar to the script of the ran- 
som notes. 


These lines were disguised, thc 


expert said, and then pointed out 
that abruptly the writing changed 
and Hauptmann reverted to his 
normal style. 


Osborn spoke of the specimen 


as an indication of the writer's 
"guilt," and expressed his belief 
that the ransom notes and parts 
of the Hauptmann request writing 
was disguised. 


"And 
thc writer had but one 
disguise," he added. 


"This specimen is very strong 


evidence that the man who wrote 
this wrote the ransom notes." 


Osborn was still on direct exam- 


ination when court took its noon 
recess.
